Skies Clear; 
Space Flight 
Outlook Good 


Final Countdown 
Slated To Begin 
Early This Morning 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
—Florida skies cleared Thursday 
to m ake it a better than 50-50 
chance that 
astronaut Alan 
B. 
Shepard 
Jr.. 
will 
he 
the 
first 
A m erican shot into space F riday 
morning. 
The final countdown is slated to 
begin at 12 30 a m., EST. if a 
m idnight w eather conference de­ 
cides that 
seas 
and 
skies 
are 
right for the shot. 
The first phase of the count­ 
down began at 7:30 a rn. T hurs­ 
day. It was proceeding perfectly. 
But postponement can com e at 
any tim e, should the w eather pic­ 
ture change. 
Minor equipm ent troubles found 
in the space capsule after last 
T uesday’s bad-w eather postpone­ 
m ent have been cleared aw ay. 
115-Mile High Ride 
“ We have no concrete a ssu r­ 
ance at this tim e that the w eath­ 
er will be perfect,” a space agen­ 
cy spokesm an said. But another 
added: “ The w eather, here. now. 
is most suitable for launching.”

was 
expected 
to hold 
up 
through 
the 
critical 
m orning 
hours Friday when Shepard rides 
up to the third level of the huge 
gantry and hoards the Redstone 
rocket’s space capsule. 
From 7 a rn. on. the rocket can 
at any moment take Shepard on 
his 15-mmute. 115-mile-high ride 
to a rendezvous with w aiting re­ 
covery ships 290 miles out in the 
Atlantic. 
The w eather support group for 
Project M ercury said there would 
he ‘fair w eather in the Cape area 
F rid ay” and partly cloudy skies 
with a few widely scattered show 
ers in the recovery’ area down­ 
range 
Wind And Waves Factors 
However the present skies were 
expected 
to 
have 
“ increasing 
cloudy cover in late m orning .” 
Winds and seas in the Cape 
area w ere m oderate, hut waves 
neared four feet in the B aham as 
and C aribbean. 
The condition of the wind and 
the waves are essential because 
they influence the recovery of the 
capsule from the sea 
and

parachute ride 
from

There seem s little doubt that 
Shepard will be the m an who 
steps into the space capsule. But 
it is contingent upon the final

The m eeting proposed by Sou­ 
vanna Phouma will include offi­ 
cials of the pro-Commumst Pathet 
Lao rebels, Souvanna s self-styled 
n eu tralists,” and the royal m ili­ 
tary envoys. It will be held near 
the village of Hin Heup. 50 miles 
north of Vientiane, the adm inistra­ 
tive capital.

Boun said the governm ent's del­ 
egation will he headed by Brig

Sing R attanasam av, inspec­ 
tor-general of the royal arm ed 
forces who is considered a staunch 
anti-Com m unist.

12 Of 15 Cubans 
Survive Flight 


NEW ORLEANS ( U P I '- A Coast 
G uard patrol boat T hursday land­ 
ed 12 critically ill Cuban m en and 
the bodies of three of their com 
panions—the climax of a 14-day 
flight from Cuba in a 25-foot sail­ 
boat. 
An A m erican tanker, the SS At­ 
lantic seam an, picked up the n e a r­ 
dead survivors and the three bod 
ies

south of Southwest P ass on the 
Louisiana coast. The Coast G uard 
patrol boat removed the survivors 
and

a rn. 
T hursday near the mouth of the 
M ississippi River. 
The 12 bearded men still alive 
w ere suffering from shock, expos­ 
ure and dehydration, 
the 
Coast 
G uard said. All were badly sun 
burned and covered with sores. 
A Coast Guard spokesm an said 
m ost of the survivors w ere deliri­ 
ous and urged newsmen not to a t­ 
tem pt 
to interrogate 
them .

said the 15 men left Cuba in the 
white hulled, one-m asted sailboat 
April 19 The boat w as adrift in 
the Gulf 
He said the men apparently ran 
out of food and w ater soon after 
they left Cuba

Kennedy Order Balloonist Is Killed 
For Intelligence After Record Flight 
Studv Endorsed 
Falls From 'Copter Sling After Pickup 


W ASH INGTON (AP '-P re s id e n t 
Kennedy set up a superagency 
Thursday to exam ine the workings 
of this country's vital intelligence 
activities.

Fulbright Believes 
Kennedy M ay Send 
Troops lf Necessary

WASHINGTON (U PI) - C hair­ 
m an J. William Fulbright of the 
Senate Foreign Relations C om m it­ 
tee said T hursday night he be­ 
lieved President 
Kennedy would 
send U.S. troops to save South 
iViet Nam from Communist con­ 
quest if all other steps failed. 
The A rkansas Dem ocrat m ade 
the statem ent after a White House 
conference with Kennedy. He said 
the President m ade no com m it­ 
m ents concerning direct U S. m ili­ 
tary intervention. 
Fulbright 
em erged 
from 
the 
meeting shortly after Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk said the United 
States had undertaken an urgent 
cam paign to holster South V i e t 
Nam against growing Communist 
sabotage and terrorism . 
F'ulbnght said he would he will­ 
ing to dispatch 
U S. 
troops 
to 
South Viet Nam on a tem porary 
basis provided the free V ietna­ 
mese 
favored 
such 
action 
and 
were willing to fight. But he w ith­ 
held judgm ent 
on long term in­ 
volvement depending on what In­ 
dia and Japan did. 
Opposed Troops For Laos 
His support w as seen as signifi­ 
cant since he had opposed send­ 
ing U S. troops into neighboring 
Laos when hopes for a cease-fire 
seem ed dim.

Rusk told a news conference 
earlier that the President already 
had authorized an increase in U.S. 
m ilitary assistance to the S o u t h 
Viet Nam governm ent of P resi­ 
dent Ngo Diem and was taking 
other steps to counter the Com­ 
munist threat. 
The secretary added, however, 
that he could neither confirm nor 
deny reports from other authorita­ 
tive sources 
that 
Kennedy 
had 
given Diem a pledge of U S. m ili­ 
tary intervention 
if such action

Rusk painted a grim picture of

England's Queen 
Visits The Pope 


Queen Elizabeth IIT “courtesy call” on Pope 
John XXIII at the Vatican today has revived 
speculation that a new era of rapport between 
the Church of England and the Roman Catholic 
Church may be in prospect. 
The relationship 
between the two churches was warmed consider­ 
ably last December 2 when Dr. Geoffrey F. 
Fisher, ninety-ninth Archbishop of Canterbury 
and Primate of the Church of England, became 
the first head of the Anglican Church to call 
upon a Roman Catholic Pope 
Rut a great gulf of more than 400 years 
of history separates the two churches and no 
one really believes a reunion is possible. The 
split dates from 1534, when Henry VHI decided 
to assert his supremacy over the English church. 
He had Parliament pass the Acts of Supremacy, 
declaring him “Supreme Head on Earth of the 
Church of England." Because the rupture was 
more on political and personal than on religious 
grounds, the schism between the two churches 
has never been as corrosive as between the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church 
and 
many 
other 
Protestant sects. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Fisher’s historic visit with 
the 
Pope did 
arouse 
some 
criticism 
among 
Church of England communicants, and he was 
obliged to assure the doubting that there had 
been 
no so-called “surrender" to the 
Pope. 
Rather, Dr. Fisher stated, the object of the visit 
was to prepare for “infrequent, informal and 
formal exchanges of interest and understanding 
between the two churches." Pope John later 
remarked that the Archbishop had shown cour­ 
age by asking to be received in the Vatican. 
Queen Elizabeth is in a less exposed position 
than the Archbishop in making her call as one 
temporal sovereign on another. Although she is 
the head of the English church and carries the 
title “Defender of the Faith," English monarchs 
in the past have made similar courtesy calls on 
the Pope within a reasonable time after his 
accession 
Reuniting all the communities of Christen­ 
dom appears to he a superhuman task. 
Rut 
many statesmen and churchmen alike can see 
advantage flowing from any contacts that will— 
in the words of one commentator— ally those 
who believe in God more closely in their struggle 
against those who proclaim their disbelief in 
God.”

How Much Must W e Lose? 


T here is no use going into a fight unless the inten­ 
tion is to win. To lose is to strengthen the enem y. The 
only reason why Soviet Russia has defeated the United 
States in K orea. Cuba. Laos, as we shall lose in other 
p arts of the world, is that the R ussians are intent and 
aggressive w hereas the United Skates prefers to re ­ 
treat, to abnegate, to avoid direct action, to talk, talk, 
talk until the vapor of w ords fills the air. 
All this talk of doing nothing about Cuba is childish 
because if the United S tates does not do som ething 
about Cuba, the Russians, using Cuba as a fortress, 
will do som ething about the United States. The logic 
which produced our defeat in Korea, is producing our 
defeat in Cuba. The sam e m en who brought about our 
defeat in Korea are bringing on our defeat in Cuba 
The argum ent runs that if we protect the U nited 
States in Cuba, Soviet Russia will seize Berlin. In fact, 
K hrushchev said so. The answ er to that can only be, 
“ seize and be dam ned." 
Those who are afraid a re 
already dead. 
When a nation shudders at the thought 
of w ar, it is already in the process of tieing conquered. 


This is the basis of Soviet strategy against the 
United States. It is to defeat us step by step with­ 
out war and to isolate us. 
In lams, the British 
confused us by the proposition that they would 
aet as brokers to effectuate a truce. 
Meanwhile, 
the Red Chinese-directed Laotian rebels steadily 
moved forward. The game is nearly over hut the 
truce is still in the making. 
Perhaps we shall get 
around to a truce when the Red Chinese will move 
into Cambodia and Thailand. Shall we retreat from 
there, too? 


If we have neither the courage nor the technique 
to defend our word, why don t we quit altogether? The 
R ussians will isolate us in a y ear or two unless we 
choose a place to fight them and stop this process. 
It is our isolation that is their target. 
The R ussians 
and Red Chinese are building E m pires and are not 
w asting tim e with petty conversations either at the 
United N ations or any other conference. 
While they 
m ake speeches, they also m arch forward. 
Their argum ent is: 
“ You w ant to talk, so talk 
We have plenty of 
delegates to send to m eetings. Let them talk. It counts 
for nothing but you W esterners are so bogged down in 
a sw am p of words that you talk because it gives you 
pleasure, like a debating society in college 
You talk 
to each other and you talk to us 
But we are very 
busy m en. 
“ With us. it is different. 
We are attending to 
business. 
Our business 
Y our business. 
It does not 
m atter. We have men for talking and men for acting. 
If we have a m an who jum ps on a horse and rid es 
furiously until he comes to a ditch; then he turns around 
and goes back slowly — if we have such a m an. like 
som e of m y colleagues w ere, we send them far aw ay. 
We do not need those who d are not take the next 
inevitable step. 
We get rid of them . 
“ The West objects that K hrushchev said, ‘We will 
bury you.’ So. he talked too m uch! So what! You a re 
burying yourself by being afraid. And the m ore afraid 
you are, the m ore we will say, B oo!"

And it is all a correct position. 
Our I# esident 
has chosen as his advisers those who advised Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and President Truman. The results 
of their period of political activity have thus far 
been disastrous. 
During his campaign, President 
Kennedy said that we had reached a low prestige. 
He would raise our prestige, but many of these 
whom he chose to help him raise our prestige were 
among those who helped lower our prestige. 


President John F. Kennedy is nobody’s fool. Sooner 
or later, he will w eary of the supercilious advice which 
he receives from those who are alw ays proved to be 
wrong by the course of events.
